“The  child  rules  the  home.”  This 
saying  is  true  to  a  very  large  degree, 
rule  in  a  sense  quite  different  from 
the  ordinary  meaning  of  that  word. 
The  child  becomes  a  problem,  and  is 
allowed  to  develope  after  his  own 
distorted  inclinations  either  because 
the  parents  are  ignorant,  or  they  just 
don’t  care.
